1. PROGRAM REMAINS AS STATED OUR 1455 AND 1448, WITH MINIMAL 
CHANGES AS INDICATED BELOW, FOLLOWING LENGTHY DISCUSSION WITH 
GON CHIEF OF PROTOCOL NOON TODAY. 

A. ARRIVAL: FOREIGN MINISTER AND OTHER GON OFEICIALS WILL 
GREET VISITORS AT PLANESIDE. NO FORMAL CEREMONY, OR EORMAL 
STATEMENT BY FOREIGN MINISTER; DEPSEC MAY MAKE STATEMENT IF HE 
WISHES; SOME JOURNALISTS MAY BE THERE. FIETEEN MINUTES ALLOTTED 
IN PROGRAM EOR THIS EVENT, PLUS FIFTEEN MINUTES DRIVING TIME 

TO GOVERNMENT GUEST HOUSE, SITAL NIWAS. 

B. PRE- DEPARTURE PRESS CONFERENCE; PROTOCOL CHIEF SUGGESTS 
THAT PRESS CONFERENCE BE HELD AT SITAL NIWAS AT 0715 HOURS 
FRIDAY, APRIL 20, RATHER THAN AT AIRPORT. DEPARTURE PROM SITAL 
NIWAS WILL THEN BE SCHEDULED FOR 0745 HOURS FOR PREVIOUSLY 
SCHEDULED DEPARTURE FROM KATHMANDU AT 0800 . PAO SUPPORTS 
THIS SUGGESTION IN VIEW STRONG PREPERENCE LOCAL PRESS CORPS 
AVOID AIRPORT PRESS CONPERENCES WHICH IN RECENT MONTHS HAVE 
GENERALLY PROVED QUITE UNSATISFACTORY IN PART BECAUSE OF CONSTANT 
INTERRUPTIONS FROM NOISE OF PLANES TAXIING PAST AIRPORT VIP 

ROOM, WHICH IS ONLY PRACTICAL PLACE AT AIRPORT TO HOLD THESE

PRINT OUTLINE OF EVENTS SOONEST AND NEEDS TO KNOW BY APRIL 15. 

3. THIS RAISES QUESTION OF WHEN VISIT WILLINE ANNOUNCED. 

FOREIGN MINISTRY HAS REQUESTED OFFICIALLY THAT WE GIVE THEM 
ADVANCE NOTICE, IF POSSIBLE. 

4. ACCOMMODATIONS: WE TOOK ANOTHER LOOK AT SITAL NIWAS THIS 
MORNING AND IT NOW APPEARS THAT WE CAN HOUSE THE ENTIRE 
BVGEGATION OF 18, REPEAT, 18 ( INCLUDING ADDITIONAL SECURITY 
MAN PER STATE 067539). HOWEVER, THIS WILL REQUIRE SOME 
DOUBLING UP. WE SHALL BE GETTING SPECIFIC ROOM ASSIGNMENTS 
TO YOU VERYHGHORTLY. 

5. VEHICLE ASSIGNMENTS: GON IS PROVIDING FOUR MERCEDES 
AUTOMOBILES INCLUDING ONE LIMOUSINE FOR DUGVTION OF VISIT. 
PROTOCOL 

PREQUIRES, IN OPINION CHIEF OF PROTOCOL ( WHICH WE 
SUPPORT), THAT MERCEDES LIMOUSINE BE ASSIGNED TO DEPUTY 
SECRETARY. DRIVER WILL NOT HAVE USG SECURITY CLEARANCE 
( SEE PARA 6 A(l) OFREFTEL), BUT WILL CERTAINLY BE RELIABLE 
AND WELL- TRAINED. FURTHERMORE, WE PLAN, PURSUANT STANDING 
INSTRUCTIONS AND RECENT CONSULTATIONS WITH SECURITY AGENT 
GALUPPO, THAT WHENEVER DEPSEC IS TRAVELLING IN VEHICLE 
THERE WILL BE US SECURITY AGENT BY DRIVER' S SIDE IN FRONT 
SEAT, PLUS ANOTHER SECURITY AGENT IN POLICE VEHICLE IN FRONT 
AND THIRD SECURITY AGENT IN VEHICLE TO THE REAR. GALUPPO
